A MARCH ANNIVERSARY. 
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(By “L. H. B.”) 


Sige arog Beauharnais, wife of 
Louis, King of Holland, had come 
to Paris in February, 1814, to be at hand 
while the law courts decided between 
herself and her husband as to the custody 
of her eldest surviving son. On Monday, 
the 6th March, as she was returning from 
a drive, Lord Kinnaird drew rein along- 
side her carriage, and said: ** Have you 
heard the great news, Madame? The 
Emperor Napoleon has landed at Cannes.” 

It was, indeed, great news, and, having 
stirred excitement and anxiety in Parts, 
it travelled, with such speed as was then 
possible, fromm capital to capital, till 
presently all Europe was in alarm, and 
the ‘‘ dreadful note of preparation “— was 
again heard in the war-workshops of. the 
nations. 

It was on Wednesday, the 1st March, 
that the Emperor landed on French soil. 
Not quite eleven months had passed since 
his banishment to Elba. The interval, 
was, had made its mark on 
heim. Perhaps, the comparatively idle 
life on the island had told injuriously on 
one accustomed to the incessant activity 
ol war on the grand scale. He had grown 
stout and indolent, his health had declined 
and he was troubled with sleeplessness. 
Personal too, had touched him 
closely. Josephine had died, and—how- 
ever that event mav have eased the jealous 
fears of Marie Louise--—to Napoleon him- 
self it cannot have been otherwise than a 

al Everything goes to show 

the woman whom he had, for dynastic 
divorced lingered in his 
aifectionate remembrance, and there mav 
be truth in the report that her name war 
one of the last words that he uttered -on 
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THE UNPOPULAR BOURBON. 


The interval had not brought to France 
the peace aud content that were expected 
to follow the Bourbon restoration. Lows 
XVIII. had not succeeded in capturing 
popular affection, and, when the news 
spread that the Emperor was again in 
France, the openly expressed gratification 
Was a sign too significant to be misunder- 
stood.

On the morning of the 
20th March, Hortense. venturing a little 
closer to the window.’ noticed that the 
young volunteers were entirely undemon- 
strative, while the Royalist artist not only 
had removed his white mbbon, but was 
using a feather duster on a portrait which 
she recognised as that of Montalivet, one 
oi Napoleon’s Ministers, Hot upon those 
visible signs came tidings that Louis 
N VIII. had left Paris hurriedly during the 
night, on hearing that Ney and his Army 
Corps had gone over to the Emperor. 

On that ‘afternoon Hortense left her 
hiding place, and, as she went along the 
houlevards, she noticed that the shop- 
keepers. were busy changing their shop- 
signs. She was one of those who thronged 
the Tuileries in expectation of the 
Vanpcror s arrival, but it was nine o'clock 
at night before his carriage drove into the 
courtyard. Such was the enthusiasm of 
his welcome that his safety was once or 
twice endangered by the seething and 
excited crowd, - 

I pass from March, 1815. to June of 
the same year. Sunday, the 11th, had 
been fixed as the day on which Napoleon 
was to leave Paris for the war front, but 
it was at four o'clock on the morning of 
the 12th that he drove ont of the city. 
On Sunday, the 18th, the guns at the 
Invalides celebrated the victory over the 
Prussians at Ligny, and Paris tool: 
comfort, and looked forward to other 
vietories in the fashion to which the 
Emperor had made them accustomed, On 
the 20th Hortense sat listening to Ben.

The Secretary of the Italian Rugby 
Federation was foreed to order its dis- 
solution, on the plea that Rugby would 
never do for the Italian people; “if we 
do not stop,’’ he said, “ we shall kill one 
another.’’

Naval War Play: 
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i ‘An Irish Androcles. 


The performance of Mr. Bernard Shaw's 
‘Androcles’”’ at the Old Vic. prompts 
me to recount the story of an Irish 
Androcles, wherein in place of a lion 
appears a wolf. Towards the latter end 
of the seventeenth century, when wolves 
had been practically exterminated by a 
ruthless campaign of hunting, a peasant 
came one day upon a wolf in terrible 
agony, with a large thorn in his foot. 
Whether from feelings of unusual 
humanity, or because of a sympathy with 
the hunted and oppressed, this peasant, 
instead of killing his beast, withdrew the 
thorn and nursed the patient till he was 
able to move. He had hoped that 
the animal would have grown tame and 
made company for him, but one morning 
he awoke to find his pet gone, and to give 
himself over to gloomy rumination on in. 
cratitude. He reviled too soon. With 
the fall of evening he looked out from his 
hutment, and was astonished to see his 
patient with a second wolf driving between 
them a fat cow towards his dwelling. 
There they left it and retired. He had 
the finding of the cow proclaimed, but no 
one came forward to say it was his; so it 
became his property. With the aid of the 
two wolves and a subsequently easier 
acceptance by his conscience of the gifts 
they brought him, this Irish Androcles 
lived to become one of the wealthiest 
farmers of his county. 


Old and Modern Masters. 


I commented in the “ Diary ” recently 
on the price fluctuations in first editions 
and now, I note, the prices pail for 
pictures by modern and old masters at 
a sale the other day show that these, too. 
depend to a large extent on the period 
which happens to be in “fashion.” At 
the present moment there is a great 
demand for pictures by George Morianvsd. 
Thirty-one of his pictures, which were 
sold recently, realised more than £2,000. 
One outstanding bid was 6.500 guineas for 
Morland’s ‘‘ Higglers Preparing for 
Market.” a price which approaches the 
Morland record—8,800 guineas for 
“ Dancing Dogs,’’ in May 1929. Another 
painting, “ The Deserter Pardoned,”’ 
which was bought in 1906 for 1.350 
guineas, went for 5,000  gurneus. 
“ Higglers Preparing for Market,’’ by the 
way, in 1861 fetched 55 guineas, and 
in 1905 was sold for 2,000 guineas. One 
of Lawrence's portraits, of Mrs. Burnet 
Jones, was bid up to 5,460 guineas. It 
changed hands in 1909 for about £1,400. 
It interesting to note that it has 
been claimed that £77,000, the price 
paid for Lawrence’s ‘‘ Pinkie,”’ the 
highest price .ever paid for á 
painting at a public auction. The 
highest price paid at a public auction 
which I can remember £75,000, the 
fsure at which “The Crucifixion,’’ by 
Piero della Francesca, was sold. So far as 
medern pictures are concerned there is a 
decided slump. A case in point ts ' Thou 
Roses of All Roses.” by Alina Tadema, 
the once famous R.A., which, in 1909, 
was sold for 1,100 guineas. At the weck- 
end it fetched 110 guineas... Another work 
by the same artist dropped from £252 to 
£42. Two pictures, by William Hunt, 
which were bought for £1,207, went for

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“ Lifting a Strain Thread.” 


A correspondent writes:—In an ancient 
graveyard on the borders of Sligo and 
Leitrim may be seen a rough horizontal 
slab, on which are out seven small 
rounded stones, ranging from six to ten 
inches in diameter. The people of the 
surrounding district frequently resort to 
these stones for the cure of strained 
sinews, both in men and animals. \ 
friend of the sufferer goes to the grave- 
yard, bringing with him a piece of thread, 
which strictly should be of unbleached 
linen, though this condition is not always 
adhered to. On arrival he wraps the 
thread round the slab, and then turns the 
rotmded stones separately while a prayer 
is being said. Afterwards he takes away 
a thread left by some former visitor, and 
brings this to the patient, who binds it 
round the affected part, and the efire soon 
follows. The process is called locally 
‘* lifting a strain thread.’’ I was assured 
by a resident in the neighbourhood that 
in his case the thread treatment had been 
entirely successful.

An R.A.F. Comsindant, 


Air Vice-Marshal Sir Robert Brooke- 
Popham, who has been selected to succeed

King Billy. 


The busy life of Dublin flows unheeding 
now around the almost forgotten site of 
King William III.’s statue in College 
Green. Only the other day, reading an 
old book about Dublin, did I realise to 
what an extent the statue entered into 
the political. life of the city. At its 
inauguration, on July 1st, 1701, a public 
was proclaimed, with joy-bells 
ringing and all the shops closed; while 
the city fathers marched solemnly aroun ] 
it three times, to the accompaniment of 
hettledrums and trumpets. Later they 
repaired to a newly-built house near-by 
to drink toasts and amuse themselves by 
throwing cakes to the populace outside 
who were likewise regaled by several 
hogsheads of claret. Much political 
acerbity was caused, at a later date, by 
the annual decoration of the statue, on 
the 12th July, with orange lilies and 
streamers, and a flaming cloak and sash 
for the figure of the King. One, William 
Mackenzie, a bookseller, who supplied 
this equipment, was called ‘‘ the man 
milliner to King William.” Many an 
attack, at dead of night, was made on the 
statue; there was many a fracas around 
until, with the shifting of 
scenes, its sionificance died out, 
and now it has passed, unmourned. 


Ghe Tenth. 


While the origin of the phrase, “ The 
Tenth Don't Dance’’’ cannot be determined 
with certainty, there is a consensus of 
cpinion that it was uttered in a Dublin 
ballroom over a century ago. The old 
story has it that when the 10th Hussars 
were stationed in Dublin in 1823-24, the 
officers were invited to a ball given, some 
by the Lord Mayor. When the 
hostess offered to introduce the officers 
to ladies for dancing, they replied, 
“The ‘Tenth don't dance,” and she 
retorted. “Then the Tenth can walk.” 
Another version has it that she made no 
reply, but later in the night said to a 
group of officérs, ' Perhaps, the Tenth 
don’t sup?’

FURTHER SUCCESS OF 
DUBLIN PIANISTS. 


BLIND SINGER WINS 
CHALLENGE CUP, 


From Our Seecia Representative. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 

Myrrha Jephson, Dublin, won the yold 
medal for the senior piano competition here 
to-day with 188 marks; Dorotny Downey, 
Dublin, and Maisie McCullagh, Dublin, silver 
medals and 170 marks each; Dorothy 
McCreight, Ballinahinch, and Kathleen Little, 
Warrenpoint, came next with 156 marks; but 
Mr. Craxton said that he would not award 
the bronze medals, as the standard was not 
high enough. There were seven entries, and 
the test pieces were:—‘‘ Amberley Wild 
Brooks ’ (John Ireland), Schumann’s '' Paga- 
nini Caprice’ in E, and a piece to read at 
sight. “I wonder what happens to those 
capable young people who take part in com- 
petitions up to the ages of about 11 or 12, 
and then disappear,” Mr. Craxton said, com- 
menting on the few entries and the failure 
of several’ competitors to turn up for this 
competition. ‘Of course, I know good 
people die young, but I do not think that all 
the good musicians die young. With the ex- 
ception of a very few, the standard was not 
very high in this class, but we did have one 
or two performances that were outstanding. 

“I do congratulate one or two on giving a 
very musical performance of the first piece ; 
it is a very elusive piece with a peculiar 
idiom. Any composer who is at all good must 
have his own peculiar idiom; his own way of 
saying something that is old in a new manner. 
There is a personal note in this composer s 
harmonisation. The second piece 1s difficult, 
too, but in a different way—on the technica! 
side.” The winner’s performance of Ireland's 
music had a very good beginning and was 
quite beautiful. In the second piece the 
rhythm was very carefully done and the 
edalling well managed; the end was just a 
little abrupt, but the general standard was 
very high. Miss Downey’s beginning of the 
first piece was good and the effect very musi- 
cal; in the second piece the rhythm was 
hardly definite enough. Her sight-reading 
was very good. Miss McCullagh’s playing w 
the first piece was very vell controlled, but 
it was too detached—the mind in advance of 
the music; a musical sense should be acquired 
before spending hours in trying to express it. 
In her second piece the rhythm was steady. 
‘This player is talented,’’ Mr. Craxton said, 
‘‘and needs only to work hard for deeper 
musical understanding and feeling.’

Sirn,—As a householder and consumer of 
electricity, 1 should like to endorse very 
strongly the view expressed in vour leading 
article to-day—that Government control of 
the Electricity Supply Board is not likely to 
further the interests of the ordinary con- 
sumer. Dr. McLaughlin's statement proves 
conclusively that the Board, as originally 
constituted, was admirably qualified to dis- 
tribute Sharnon electricity on an economic 
basis. The problem of making financial 
ends meet in the first year of such a gigan- 
tic undertaking was, indeed, a difficult one. 
Surely the men who could cope with such a 
task would in a very short time have passed 
on the fruits of their business ability to the 
general public in the form of reduc lec- 
tricity charges, 

The transformation of the Electricity 
Supply Board into a branch of the Civil 
Service would be a misfortune. We have 
had ample proof in the past seven years of 
the reckless expenditure in Government de 
partments and of their autocratic disregard 
for the welfare of the “ man in the street,”’ 
out of whose pocket has to come the price 
of their caprice.

From my windows, opposite the stopping 
place for both trams and ‘buses, I can note 
at all hours of the day the striking difference 
between almost empty trams and well-filled— 
often crowded —' buses. A large proportion of 
these passengers travel the whole distance to 
and from Dublin, The ‘bus proprietors 
themselves regard this route as the most 
profitable one. I have little doubt that the 
introduction of season tickets on it would 
attract many passengers back to the trams.

should make the experiment of issuing 
monthly season tickets on this route for a 
period of, say, six months. If the experi- 
ment proved successful, it could be extended 
to other selected routes.

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) moved—‘t That 
he Dail is of opinion that the action of the 
(Ceann Comhairle (Speaker) in accepting the 
motion to closure the debate on the second 
reading of the Local Government (Dublin) 
Bill, 1929, was partisan and an infringement 
of the rights of the minority.’” He said that 
the Speaker stated on that occasion that there 
was a sunple, orderly and straightforward 
id of challenging the decision of the 
Chair, and that method they proposed to 
follow. In coming to a decision “ that the 
question be now put ' in reference to the 
second reading of the bill, the Speaker said 
that it was the third day of the debate, and 
that he could not refuse to accept the motion, 
and that it was accepted under Section 52 of 
the Standing Orders, which had reference to 
preserving the rights of the minority from 
infringement. Looking at the course of the 
debate. he (Mr. Fahy) said that he proposed 
to show that the rights of the minority were 
not respected, that the question before the 
House had not been adequately discussed. and 
that in other ways to allow the motion was an 
rbuse of the privileges of the House. 

The bill affected the City of Dublin and the 
area surrounding it, which contained one- 
eighth of the population of the Irish Free 
State, and it was important that their rights 
should be maintained, and that the new prin- 
ciples in local government which had been a 
failure in another citv should not be applied 
io Greater Dublin. The fullest possible free- 
dom should be given to everyone who wished 
to speak on the subject or who could throw 
any heht on it. 

TWENTY-ONE SPEAKERS. 

The number of members who had spoken in 
the debate was twenty-one, On the Censor- 
Ship Bill, which. was a measure on the prin- 
ciples of which all deputies were agreed, there 
as no objection raised when twenty-seven 
deputies spoke on a bill of twenty sections. 
On ‘the Game Preservation Bill, which was 1 ot 
a measure of vital importance to the country, 
they had twenty-five deputies saaking en a 
hill of thirty-three sections. According to the 
raling of the Speaker, however, twenty-one 
deputies were sufficient for a bill of r inety- 
two sections, affecting the principles of local 
government and advocating new principles, 
and affecting one-eighth of the population of 
the State.

President COSGRAVE said that the 
motion seemed to be based on a complete 
misunderstanding of the powers and duties 
of the Speaker.

It would not follow as a matter of 
course, if there was no particular Standing 
Order to deal with a particular situation, that 
the House or the Speaker would not be able 
to get through the business. Deputy Fahy 
seemed to be trying to harness together the 
Government and the Speaker. ey were, 
however, two independent bodies. e Go- 
vernment and any member of it was as much 
under the control of the Speaker as any other 
member of the House, and he was perfectly 
independent in the discharge of the functions 
of his office. 

Standing Orders prescribed that the closure 
motion should be put unless it should appear 
to the Speaker that the motion was an in- 
fringement of the rights of the minority, or 
that the question had not been adequately 
discussed, or was otherwise an abuse of 
Standing Orders. 


NEARLY FIFTEEN HOURS’ DEBATE. 

The motion that day confined itself to the 
statement that the acveptance of the motion 
was partisan and an iniringement of the 
rights of the minority. Apparently Deputy 
Fahy had made up his mind that he could 
not base a case on the question of adequate 
discussion, bearing in mind the fact that 
three members of hia party occupied—one an 
hour and seventeen minutes, another one hour 
end thirty-two minutes, and a third one hour 
and forty-three minutes.

It was well known that the Government 
trick to get a majority on the motion for 
the sched reading eucceeded in consequence 
of the fact that the closure was moved and 
accepted by the Chair. The only reason why 
the debate was stopped that day was because 
it suited the Cumann na nGaedheal Party 
Whips. 

As Deputy Fahy had pointed out, the 
matter was not urgent and the subject was 
one of great importance. The Minister should 
have been given an opportunity to reply to 
the criticisms directed against the bill there 
and not in the sheltered atmosphere of the 
Shelbourne Hotel. When Deputy Briscoe, 
who was the last speaker, rose to speak 
several other Deputies also rose. It was 
consequently accepted that the discussion 
could not terminate on that day, and a num- 
ber of deputies went home. That fact so de- 
lighted the Minister for Justice that he went 
down to Castlebar and announced to his con- 
stituents that Fianna Fail was on the run. 
(Laughter.) He thought it was unfair for 
the Speaker to have ‘prevented the discussion 
taking a longer course, and he thought it was 
unwise for the Government to do so. 

The SPEAKER asked the Deputy to ex- 
plain why he said it was unfair for the 
Speaker to have prevented the discussion tak- 
ing a longer course.

The Minister saw an opportunity for 
not meeting the criticism advanced against 
the bill, and consequently the Government 
Whips were put on and the closure motion 
carried. The Speaker was supposed to pro- 
tect the rights of the minority against the 
majority party, but the Speaker, when he 
accepted the motion, knew it was going to be 
carried. He knew the decision had already 
been determined. If he had been anxious to 
prevent any infringement of the rights of the 
minority he would have permitted the dis- 
cussion to have gone its normal course. 

The Cumann na nGaedheal Party had taken 
the line during the debate on the bill that it 
was a non-party measure, and he thought the 
Speaker should have taken the same view. 
He regretted that the Speaker had seen fit 
to have facilitated the application of the cag 
to the House, and in accepting the motion 
he thought that the House should declare 
that his action was partisan.

Mr. O’CONNELL (Lab., Mayo 8.) said 
that he regarded the motion as a very serious 
one.

That was why they had the Speaker 
to assist the House in performing its duty, 
and to enable its members to do the business 
as expeditiously as they could. — 

The over-riding considerations in consider- 
ing the matter ought to be that the business 
of the House should be conducted in a 
proper manner. While holding that it could 
not be so conducted unless the rights of the 
minority were protected, he suggested that 
the minority should realise that their first 
duty, as distinct from right, was to recognise 
that they were a minority, and that they had 
te submit to the decision of the majority of 
the House. 

THE POWERS OF THE MAJORITY. 

One of the reasons why such a motion was 
before them was that the Fianna Fail Party 
had not properly realised what the power of 
the majority was, and that the will of the 
majority of the House was bound to get its 
way. The right of the minority was to have 
an opportunity of expressing its opinion 
freely, and he thought the practice 
of the Chair, no matter who occupied it, 
of choosing deputies to speak so as to, as far 
as possible, give an opportunity to all sides 
to express their views, was the one best cal- 
culated to achieve this object... This calling 
on an Opposition deputy after a Government 
deputy had spoken was necessary in order 
that the opposite point of view might get 
a chance.

he House on Friday ‘ast decided that all 
parties had had sufficient time to express 
their views, and, having so decided, they 
themselves, and not the Speaker. should be 
accused of being partisan. It was his (Pro- 
fessor Thrift’s) opinion that the S er on 
Friday had no option but to sa the closure 
motion. Tt was one of the g acts of the 
Speaker that he had made himself accessible 
to every deputy in the House, no matter to 
what party he belonged. All parties would 
have to acknowledge that he had been of use 
to them on various occasions. He (Professor 
Thrift) urged the Fianna Fail Party not to 
put the resolution to a vote. By doing so 
they would bring the Chair and the House 
into disrepute. 

WHIPS’ ACTION ON FRIDAY. 

Mr. GERALD BOLAND (F.F., Ros- 
common), said that he admitted that the 
Speaker had always been accessible to de- 
puties, but he complained of the attitude he 
adopted on Friday last. “ On previous occa- 
sions,” said Mr. Boland, “we were ap- 
proached either by the Government Whips or 
by the Speaker’s officers and askéd how many 
speakers we had and what prospects there 
was of the debate concluding. That did not 
happen on Friday. I hold that, in accepting 
the motion and not giving us notice, the 
Ceann Comhairle was partisan. It appeared 
in a newspaper report that we were caught 
napping.” 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly)—And so 
you were. (Lanughter.) 

Mr. BOLAND—The Labour Party was also

On Tuesday, at the Marylebone County 
Court, Judge Snagge entered judgment in 
favour of Mr, Wootton, the headmaster 
of the Perse School, Cambridge, in an 
action brought against him by Mr. G. 
Arnot, who alleged that his two sons 
‘“‘ were insufficiently fed, had to do menial] 
and dirty work, and that the power 
granted to the prefects led to continual 
friction.’ We are not concerned with the 
rights and wrongs of this particular case, 
but the questions raised by the prosecy- 
tion possess a certain interest in their 
general application. It is noteworthy that 
the majority of such onslaughte on the 
domestic authority of schools ave brought 
by those who are new to an old tradition. 
It seems that, while the son of a duke 
at Eton, Winchester, Harrow or Rugby 
can be flogged without question by a 
prefect, any such treatment of his 
humbler brother, in a humbler environ- 
ment, by a senior boy or by a master 
immediately is made the occasion for an 
appeal to democracy.

Hospitals and the Public. 


We have urged that Sir James Craig's 
bill to legalise sweepstakes for charitable 
purposes ought to be dropped, both on 
moral grounds and in order to prevent 
the degradation of Dublin’s hospitals in 
the world’s eyes. It is obvious, however, 
that these hospitals must obtain money 
by some means. Our Medical Correspon- 
dent has suggested that members of trade 
unions and workmen’s associations should 
make weekly contributions to the 
hospitals’ funds, and that, in return, 
they should obtain representation on the 
governing bodies. A system of this sort 
has been in operation for some years in 
Belfast and in most of the larger towns 
of England. Last year the Leeds Work. 
people’s Hospital Fund collected no less 
a sum than £238,904 for the support of 
local hospitals, The total revenues of the 
five Dublin institutions which are in chief 
danger amount, roughly, to £39,000—a 
sum no greater than that which the 
working classes of Leeds procure by 
organised and voluntary effort. Im retura 
for their support the members of the 
contributing clubs and associations have 
certain claims on the hospitals. Of 
course, there can be no comparison 
between Leeds, an active manufacturing 
city, with a very large population of 
working people, and Dublin, whose indus- 
trial activities are small. Indeed, such a 
scheme in Dublin could not guarantee 
nearly as much as the hospitals require. 
Nevertheless, certain developments are 
possible. In our columns, on Monday, Mr. 
G. H. Tulloch advocated the formation of 
a committee ‘which would organise or 
control appeals for the hospitals as a 
group, and proposed a number of means 
by which the committee might collect 
money, The principle of his scheme is 
that which underlies the operation of the 
working men’s clubs, and its subscribers 
would possess a certain claim on the 
hospitals. Mr. Tulloch suggested that 
anyone who was interested in his pro- 
posal should communicate with him, and 


we hope that the. response has been | 


satisfactory, Certainly, when Dublin's 


hospitals are between the Clashing Rocks 
of moral and financial bankruptey their 
plight demands the earnest attention of 
all good citizens.

Floods in France. 


South-Western France is suffering more 
severely than it has suffered for half a 
century. Heavy storms burst over that 
region towards the end of last week, and 
the floods that followed were increased 
by the arrival of warm weather, which 
melted the snow on the mountains and 
caused it to pour into the lowland districts. 
Moreover, in a number of Departments 
the rain has not ceased to fall, and the 
rivers continue to rise. Bridges have 
been swept away, roads are under water, 
and the destruction of most of the 
telegraph wires has rendered commun!- 
cation with the rest of France virtually 
impossible, Many houses of the village 
of Villemur have collapsed, and other 
villages have suffered almost equal 
destruction. Hundreds of people have 
been left homeless by the floods. At 
Montauban, Bion and Nauze, in Tarn-et- 
Garonne, the terrified inhabitants clung 
to the roofs of their houses until boats 
arrived, with the greatest difficulty, to 
deliver them. More serious is the lot of 
those whose position is unapproachable. 
In one village six hundred workmen are 
imprisoned in a macaroni factory, and 
all attempts to save them have been an- 
successful, since a dense mist—the sole 
relic of the storm in that particular 
region—impedes the rescuers. To the loss 
of property is added a large toll of lives. 
According to yesterday's reports, nearly 
forty people have been killed by drowning 
and by the collapse of buildings ; and it 
is probable that when communications 
have been restored the number will be 
found to be much greater. Certainly, it 
will be a long time before the huge area 
that is inundated will recover from this 
calamity; for France’s trouble. will not 
the waters The in- 
numerable bodies of drowned animals 
threaten an epidemic that may claim 
further victims.

THE LATE MAJOR 
MACGILLYCUDDY.,

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


The late Major John MacGillyeuddy, whose 
death at Flesk Castle, Killarney, was 
announced vesterday, was the third son ol 
Richard, The MacGillyeuddy of the Reeks, 
and was bor on the 20th of March, 1855. 
Educated at Marlborough, he afterwards 
entered Trinity College, Dublin, where he 
took up the study of law, eventually being 
called to the Irish Ban. He married, in 1890, 
Emily, daughter of R. 8S. Hudson, of. Bache 
Hall, Cheshire. 

Except for a short period when he lived 
In England, and another short period in 
Canada, his life was passed in tha county 
of his birth. He was a Kerryman through 
and through. He loved the placo and its 
people, and was never so happy as when 
trying to benefit both. On his return from 
Canada he resided for eight years at Aghadoe 
House, and from there went to hve al 
Ballinagroun, Annascaul, where he remained 
for many vears, finally coming to Flesk 
Castle, Killarney, in 1919, where he lived 
until his death. While at Achadoe he twice 
contested the East Kerry Division in the 
Unionist interest. At this period of his life 
he occupied a very prominent position in 
the life of his county He was a Deputy- 
Lieutenant, a Justice of the Peace, and was 
also High Sheriff of the county. Tn 1893 he 
joined the 3rd Battalion of the Roval 
Munster Fusiliers, retiring in 1909. He re- 
joined on the outbreak of the Great War 
and served with the battalion in Cork. 

The late Major MacGillveuddy took an 
active interest in furthering all phases of 
sport. He was a great believer in tho 
saying, ‘‘ A sound mind in a sound body.” 
It was to his energy that the Aghadoe 
and Flesk Valley Rowing Clubs owe their 
existence and the success with which thev 
competed at the Killarney Regatta. During 
his College days he was a well-known Rugby 
football player, and it is not generally known 
that he was a member of the first Rugby team 
that represented Ireland in an international 
encounter. 

A member of the Church of Ireland, he was 
prominently identified with Church life in the 
Diocese of Ardfert and Aghadoe. The con- 
fidence his fellow-Churchmen placed in him 
was amply shown by the fact that they 
elected him on every board and committee in 
the diocese. He represented the diocese at 
the General Synod; was for many years a 
member of the Board of the General ‘Synod : 
was a diocesan trustee and treasurer, a 
diocesan nominator, a member of the Diocesan 
Synod and Council. He was most regular in 
attendance at all Diocesan Committees—where 
he was always listened to with deep

What was the need for the 
precipitancy and indecent haste with 
which the Government sought to rush the 
bill through? There was no urgent bill 
to follow; many deputies who wished to 
speak had not spoken. 

The bill concerned one-eighth of the 
population of the Free State; yet only 
twenty-one deputies had been permitted 
to speak on it. Far more had been 
allowed to speak on less important bills, 
like Censorship and Wild Birds’ Protec- 
tion. The Minister for Local Govern- 
ment had taken copious notes during the 
debate, but had not replied to any of the 
criticism. A few days ago the Dail had 
had to adjourn because there was no work 
for it. Why. then, this sudden urgency, 
and why had not the Party Whips been 
told in advance that the closure was 
coming? 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE'S REPLY. 


If the majority in the House wished to 
take a division, the Speaker had little 
option, but to accept it, said President 
Cosgrave. Of course, the Speaker knew 
that the closure was coming. It was a 
usual courtesy to let him know. Three

The discussion was cut short not by the 
decision of the House, but of the 
Government. 


LABOUR’S OPINION. 

The Speaker’s decision to accept the 
motion was an error of judgment, in the 
opinion of the leader of the Labour 
Party. The blame should rest on the 
leader of the Government, not the 
Speaker. Apparently Mr. O’Connell’s 
party would i.ot have minded pelting the 
Speaker with Fianna Fail’s rights of the 
minority snowball, if the _ brickbat 
‘‘ partisan ” were not in the middle. They 
jibbed at ‘‘ partisan,” and voted against 
the motion. 

““I am only an amateur politician,”’

Professor Tierney denounced Fianna 
Fail for having, after agreeing to play 
a game according to certain rules, turned 
round and abused the referee when 
fortune went against them.

Sir Kingsley Wood asked the 
Secretary if he now could make 
ment on the report that he has 
from the British Ambassador in 
to religious persecution in Russia, 

Mr. Henderson—I have now had an 
opportunity of considering the Ambas- 
sador’s report, and I have reached the 
conclusion that to lay the report or to 
publish any statement based thereon would 
create an undesirable precedent, and would 
not be in the interests of the public 
service. But I am laying a White Paper 
containing a translation of the decree of 
April 8th, 1929, regulating the practice of 
religion in Soviet Russia. 

Sir Kingsley Wood—Is the right hon. 
gentleman going to take no action arising 
out of the report? Is he going to make 
no further representations? 

Mr. Henderson—That is an entirely 
new question. Within the limits of my 
doing no disservice to the public service, 
I am making all the inquiries I can. 

Mr. A. M. Samuel (Conservative, Farn- 
ham)—In view of the great anxiety of the 
whole. country, including the creed to 
which I myself belong, could we not have 
some discreet synopsis drawn up by the 
right hon. gentleman himself so that we 
may know-what the truth of the: position 
is? (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Henderson—No, sit; you cannot 
have any synopsis based on the report. It 
would be improper -to.,,place our public 
servants in an unfortunate position.

MORE THAN 300 . 
DEAD. 


1,000 BUILDINGS 
COLLAPSE. 


WHOLE VILLAGES 
WIPED OUT. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
TCULCUSE, Wednesday. 

At least three hundred persons are re- 
ported to have been drowned in the 
disastrous floods which have overwhelmed 
the South of France. Over a thousand 
buildings have collapsed before the attack 
of the waters, and scores 0 corpses are 
lying buried under the ruins. 

In Montauban alone 150 persons have 
been killed, 500 buildings destroyed and 
2,000 persons left in need of help. Rescue 
parties have arrived there from Bordeaux, 
and report that they rescued several 
people marooned in the waste of water. 


HOUSE ON FIRE IN THE WATER. 
One party saw a thatched roof burst 
into flames—having evidently been set 
alight by a short-circuit in an electric 
cable—and by the light of the flames per- 
ceived a man waving frantically to them 
with a handkerchief. With great diffi- 
culty they managed to save him just in 
time, and also rescued five men who had 
taken refuge in the branches of trees, 


DEATH IN THE VILLAGES. 

At Reynes twelve people have been 
drowned, and the whole village destroyed. 
At St. Antoinin there are two dead, and 
25 houses havetcollanpsed. At Albias there 
are three dead, and twenty houses have 
collapsed, and from other villages come 
similar reports of damage to life and pro- 
perty, which cannot yet be accurately 
assessed owmg to the breakdown of com- 
munications. 


TOWNS IN RUINS. 


SCENES IN TARN VALLEY.

TOULOUSE, Wednesday Night. 
Villemur, a town of 4,000 inhabitanis 
near here, is one mass of heaped masonry 
und beams immersed in water.

The news from the Tarn valley is none 
too favourable to-night. The water is now 
three feet deeper on an average in the 
flooded area on the left bank, and some 
buildings from which the flood water had 
departed are now once more inundated.

ORDER FOR SEVENTY COFFINS.

Nearly 
all the rescued persons are ill, and have 
had to be put to bed, the greater part of 
them having been more or less immersed 
in water for forty-eight hours. 

Nobody knows exactly what is happen- 
ing at Moissac, where the position yester- 
day was very critical. A significant item 
is that an order for seventy coffins has 
come in to Toulouse from the Prefect of

“INVEST ABROAD.” 


LONDON STOCKBROKER'S 
CIRCULAR, 

A circular issued privately by Mr. 
Oswald T. Falk, C.B.E., head of the firm 
of Messrs. Buckmaster and Moore, 52 
Bishopsgate, London, and the Stock 
Exchange, to the firm’s clients, has 
aroused much comment in London. 

The circular, which is headed, ‘ A 
Note on Investment Policy,” expresses 
the opinion that the industrial prosperity 
of England is much more than tem- 
porarily depressed, and that the country 
is some way down the road of a long 
decline, at the end of which it will find 
its relative industrial position entirely 
different from what it was in the nine- 
teenth century. 

Believing that it would be unreasonable 
to expect that the country will regain its 
industrial leadership Mr. Falk says that, 
if they invest well, they may: maintain 
their financial prosperity in spite of the 
decline of their home industries. 

‘“On the basis of this view.” he says. 
“I would sell the shares of almost all 
British industrial companies operating at 
home, particularly the shares of the older 
companies,’ and. adds. ‘‘I believe that 
the economic, political and climatic 
advantages of the United States and 
Canada during the next few decades wil] 
be so overwhelmingly great that these 
countries offer the most attractive field 
for investment. . . . On the basis of 
this view, I would invest a very large 
proportion of any fund in American and 
Canadian securities,’’

District Council yesterday, Mrs. Kettle pre- 
siding, outlined ;the views put forward by a 
deputation that waited on Dail representa- 
tives for the County Dublin in regard to the 
Greater Dublin Bill, : 

She sail that the deputation took the three 
main objections of the Council. The first 
was that the powers conferred on the 
Manager were subversive of all principles 
of representative government. They pointed 
out that his powers were those of an autocrat 
and that the restricted powers of the elected 
body would be a mockery of popular 
government. 
- On the question of representation, she said 
the deputation pointed out that under the 
bill Rathmines would’ be. virtually disfran- 
chised. At present Rathmines had a on vi 
tion. of 37,840, and elected, 21 Councillors. 
The present city area had a population of 
330,000. Pembroke, with a population of 
35,800, would also be added, MAN a total 
population of 404,640. Under the bill that 
would be divided by three to form three 
electoral areas, leaving the one electoral area, 
in which Rathmines would be submerged, 
with a population of 134,880 at its lowest. 
That 134, would only elect seven members, 
and with Rathmines’ 37,840 it was obvious 
that they had no chancé whatever of re- 
turning even one representative. Under 
every other proposal concerned with the 
taking in of Rathmines representation had 
been allowed for. It had never been pro- 
pet by the old Corporation to. take in 

athmines or any other district without 
giving them representation, nor had it been

TAXATION FEARS. 

The third objection pointed out by the 
deputation was on the grounds of taxation. 
liaving probably no representation they had 
nó guarantee that taxation would not be 
increased. She mentioned the case of Clon- 
tarf, which had been taken mto the city. 
When repairs were necessary there it was 
found that they could not be cafried out 
without going to the Courts. It was also 
pointed .out that it.was feared that the 
present excellent services of Rathmines would 
no longer be properly looked after, and the 
interests of the residents neglected. They 
had reason to believe that if Rathmines was 
taken over their waterworks would be used 
to supply other neighbourhoods than Rath- 
mines, and that Rathmmes would get a 
supply from the Vartry, : 

They also had» been told that if this 
took place ihe residents of the upper reaches 
ot Rathmines, who had ws oie 4 about 
their water supply, might get a worse supply. 
It was also pointed out that whilst the Rath- 
mines Council was financially sound they had 
30 information as to the position of Dublin. 

NO PROMISES GIVEN. 

Mr. Grogan asked if the members who 
received the deputation gave an undertaking 
incorporated in the bill. UU certain of those 
might favourably consider them ? 

The Chairman said that there was no 
promise given, and she did not think that a 
deputation could exact such a promise. 

Mr. Healy moved the suspension of the 
standing orders to allow a discussion on the 
bill.

‘FEELING THE PAIN,” 
Vhe Temes Riga Correspondent telegraphed

Kulaki, but such extermination was irre- 
vocably an ‘‘ integral part of our plans—and 
however cruel it is, absolutely necessary.’’ He 
explained that it was a sort of high insurance 
premium, which must be paid now, in order 
to obtain future safety, because if they ad- 
mitted the Kulaki into the collective farms 
they would spoil everything. Therefore, 
they must be stripped and sent away. 

Kalinin declared that people might think 
them heartless and revengeful, but he could 
assure them that Communists had softer 
hearts even than others, and that they them- 
selves keenly felt the pain they were causing. 
Others might say that the peasants were 
being driven into the collective farms against 
their own wills. li was. true that they had 
no other issue, but it was for their future 
welfare. It was necessary to remember that 
the villages ‘were now experiencing a real 
revolution such as they had never known 
before, which was entirely altering the 
peasants’ lives.

STORY OF SECOND ‘BUS. 

A former employé of Mrs. McMahon, John 
Greene, of Tramway terrace, Blackrock, who 
had been examined at a previous hearing, 
gaye evidence that in. August las Mrs. 
McMahon instructed him and a man named 
Greaves to take a second ‘bus along the 
Navan road and set it.on fire. The ‘hus was 
then opposite the door of her house in Monks- 
town. She later suggested that the ‘bus 
should be taken to Navan. Neither the wit- 
ness nor Greaves had been in Navan hefore. 
Thev did not burn the "bus, and told Mrs. 
McMahon when she questioned them that they 
did not get a chance to burn it. Later the 
‘bus was sold to a Mr. Ecksley. 

To Mr. Brady—I always had it in my 
mind to tell this story. I was not asked 
about it before. 

To Mr. Cussen—lI 
outside the Court.

In reply to Mr. Burne, the witness said 
that he told evervone that the fire was ac- 
cidental until Sergeant Crimmins came to 
him. He now admitted that that story was 
a ‘cock and bull’’ one. 

DISMISSED EMPLOYE. 

John Greaves, who had been referred to 
frequently in connection with the case, then 
appeared in the witness box, and said that 
he had been employed by Mrs. McMahon for 
about four months last year. He started as 
a mechanic, and then became an inspector, 
without any increase in salary. On the Tues- 
day of the second week of August last, at 
the house of Mrs. McMahon, he complained 
about the condition of No. 1 “bus, and said 
that it would cost about £30 to put in repair. 
Then Mrs. MeMahon said: “I am disgusted 
with it; take it away and set fire to it.” 
Later Mrs. McMahon asked him where the 
‘bus could be taken to, and, the witness 
having made a suggestion, she said: '' Take 
it away and burn it.” 

They went into further details, and Mrs. 
McMahon told him to ring up the police at 
Kingstown when the ‘bus was on fire near 
Navan. When he came back from Navan he 
asked Mrs. McMahon if the No. 2 *bus was 
still on the road. She said that it was. She 
also said that the men were complaining 
about the manner in which he was treating 
them, and told him that he would have to go. 
On the following Monday he got the balance 
of his wages “ and no notice.” 

To Mr. Brady—After two weeks the men 
it Mrs. McMahon’s employment refused to 
work with me.
